Life-Loss Comparatively Low. 

Considering the physical area of 
Greater Miami, the slight construction 
of most of the smaller stores and 
dwellings, and the virulence of the 
duplex hurricane, the rechecked loss of 
life is comparatively low. The latest 
official total in the Greater Miami 
area Friday night was 105 deaths and 
about 1.100 more or less injured. 

In the great Galveston flood, Sep- 
tember 8, 1900, there were 6,000 lives 
lost. In the Johnstown dam disaster 
in Pennsylvania in 1889, the toll was 
2,209 lives. 

The San Francisco earthquake and

In 1912 the Ohio and Indiana floods, 
March 25-27, wiped out 72. lives.

Federal Powers 
Over Business 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES. 

Washington, September 25.—The 
supreme court, at its fall term begin- 
ning in ten days, is expected to hand 
down one or more decisions determin- 
ing the extent of the government's 
power to examine and make public 
the private affairs of business. 

Two cases are pending involving 
the rights of the federal trade com- 
mission to require business corpora- 
of 
their status, and one case which con- 
cerns the power of congressional com- 
mitiees to subpoena books and papers, 
the so-called “Mal Daugherty case.” 
Another case, just originated here, 
and exnected to find its way even- 
tually into the supreme court here, 
restrains the trade commission from 
subpoenaeing books and papers of the 
Millers’ National Federation, which 
the commission sought to do in carry- 
ing out a resolution of the senate for 
an investigation of the alleged “bread 
trust.”’

Murder of Professor, on Trip 


GETS RELIGION, CONFESSES SLAYING 


To Pole With Peary, Siwwale 


It is the question involved in these 
two cases in which keenest interest 
centers at this time because of the 
agitation begun by Professor W. Z. 
Ripley, of Harvard, who urges that 
the federal trade commission require 
complete statements of their business 
from corporations in order that the 
public may be informed at all times 


‘for the sake of their investments. 


Ripley criticized large corporations, 
excenting a few, for failure to give 
their investors any real idea of 
the state of the business, which he 
emphasized as partienlarly necessary 
at this time when so many are stock- 
holders. He holds, as does the trade 
commission, that it has power to com- 
pel these reports: 

The two cases now pending origi- 
nated when certain steel and coal com- 
panies refused to submit reports of 
business to the trade commission 
which was pursuing an investigation 
ordered by congress. Lower courts 
upheld the companies in the conten- 
tion that they were not engaged in 
interstate commeree, but in produc- 
tion, and therefore were not subject 
to the federal government. Under 
section 6 of the act establishing the 
commission that body is authorized to 
secure information from business cor- 
porations and to require “annual or 
special’ reports, or both. In this 
case the commission asked for monthly 


reports, and it was explained by law- 


yers’ of the commission that the snu- 
preme court may rule merely on the 
technical question as to whether 
monthly reports eould be included in 
“special reports.’’ 

The new case just originated here 
hinges about issuance of subpoenas 
and does net apply to powers of inves- 
tigation, but to judicial powers of the 
commission to issue complaints and 
initiate formal charges for later court 
action, 

Lawyers of the commission describ- 
ed the court’s decision in this respect 
The court, 
they explain, was seeking to inter- 
the intent of congress. The 
whole purpose of the trade commis- 
sion, 1f was pointed out, was at first 
for inquiring into business and mak- 
ing reports of conditions of corpora- 
tions. This was the heart of the agi- 
tation for it. The senate inserted the 
provision for making complaints wun- 
der the anti-trust laws, which was in- 
eluded in the law, but which was at 
the time regarded as a side issue. 

In the last few years-the commis- 
sion practically has abandoned its in- 
vestigative powers into corporation 
conditions, and has spent most time 
In issuing eomplaints against unfair 
practices. However, the act still au- 
thorizes reports from corporations, as 
Ripley and commission officials potnt 
out.

Since we doctors threw aside the, 
becoming mantle of silence and began 
to talk for publication, it seems to me, 
there has developed a tendency for 
people to criticise the regular medical] 
for disagreeing about so 


many things. One doctor or “author- 
ity’’ says this and another says that. 
People seem to think that this knack 
of disagreeing is a recent acquisition 
of the profession. Ths truth is that 
doctors were never so nearly in ac- 
cord about everything medical as we 
are now. The old-timers were skill- 
fully reticent about their disagree- 
ments. ‘Today we do our quarreling 
out in the open. In the old days a 
doctor's goose was just about cooked 
if he ventured to break into the news- 
papers. Now we are competing with 
one another to get into the newspa- | 
pers. 

The old policy, however, had its vir- 
tues. It was only history when I en- 
tered the profession, but I can see 
how useful it was in many circum- 
stances. I know what a bore and a 
pest is the layman who thinks he un- 
derstands medical matters about as 
well as the ordinary or family physi- 
cian does, and this nuisance probably 
is a direct result of the modern de- 
parture. In my own field, at any 
rate, one encounters a good many 
novices who are in training for places 
in the house of Wise & Heimer. Even 
at the risk of loss of popularity I 
prefer not to aid and abet these tyros; 
I have found it generally futile to try 
to show them the-error of their way. 
It arouses their rancor if one tells 
them of the things they know isn’t 
so. They are not at all interested in 
physiology or hygiene; their main con- 
cern is how to fool the ordinary doc- 
tors. 

This is the difficulty we have to 
contend with. You see, for many years 
while the medical profession prac- 
ticed the policy of dignified silence 
the quacks, nostrum vendors and non- 
descript healers were busily engaged 
in teaching the laity all these things 
which “ain’t so.’’ So, now, before we 
can get started, we have got to dis- 


profession 


abuse the lay mind of a lot of false 
ideas, and that is a tremendous task. 
That is the reason why I think and 
say never mind about the old fossils, 
let us concentrate on the young ’uns— 
we can teach the young people the 
truth from the beginning. We can— 
but we don't. 


Up to the present time | 


without proper health education loves 
such mysteries. 

In the old days when the medical 
profession was so reticent a good dash 
of mystery entered into most prescrip- 
tions, whether medical or non-medici- 
nal. I do not think the laity can 
justly bring this charge against the 
profession today. The house of Wise 
& Heimer still prates a good deal 
about mystery in medicine, but this is 
just parrot talk, repetition of imputa- 
tions gleaned from physical cult-sure 
and similar low class publications. 

Although I have become fairly fa- 
miliar with the present point of view 
of the layman, in the large correspond- 
ence [ have had with laymen on health 
questions in recent years, I still find 
it astounding how credulous even in- 
telligent, well-educated people are in 
regard to the claims and pretenses of 
the modern charlatan. Of course, such 
credulity is attributable to the neglect 
of proper instruction in physiology 
and hygiene in the edueation of these 
people. The arguments and appeals 
of the successful charlatan, when one 
studies them, are apparently shrewdly 
planned to take full advantage of this 
flaw in the prospect’s armor. There’s 
the catch in this conundrum—we call 
these people intelligent and well edu- 
cated and far from intelligent in ref- 
erence to elementary questions of 
health and disease. 


Wine Harmful. 


Recently you asserted that fig wine 
ras harmful. Please print in what 
way it is harmful. Would that apply 
to grape wine or any other wines that 
are home made? (A. W. D.‘ 

Answer—The juice of any fresh 
fruit is harmless and sometimes bene- 
ficial as a beverage. The juice or any 
decoction made from it becomes inju- 
rious, in my opinion, when‘it has un- 
dergone fermentation. Even though 
the fermentation be properly controll- 
ed the ethyl or grain alcohol produced 
is so much poison in my opinion. The 
chemists assure us that fermentation 
processes as controlled by untrained 
or amateur brewers or wine makers is 
likely to produce wood alcohol and 
other deadly poisons. Some terrible 
stuff is “home made.’’

the East Side of New York—his only 
experience west of the Hudson river 
had been a trip with a road show 
as far west as Binghamton, N. Y. 
One wonders whether this was a com- 
plete equipment for expressing the 
soul of all America in music. The 
soul of New York, maybe. But 
America? If this musical genius had 
happened to have the background of 
Tennessee or California, for example, 
instead of the East Side of New York, 
can one be certain his music would 
have taken the same form and spirit? 

One wonders altogether about this 
matter of the relation between a na- 
tion’s popular music and its culture 
and institutions. Just how-much is 
there in this passage from Plato’s 
Republic? 

“The introduction of a new kind of 
music must be shunned as imperilling 
the whole state, since styles of music 
are never disturbed without affecting 
the most important political institu- 
tions. The new style, gradually gain- 
ing a lodgment, quietly insinuates itself 
into manners and customs, and from 
these it issues in greater force and 
makes its way into mutual compacts, 
and from compacts it goes on to attack 
laws and constitutions, displaying the 
utmost impudence, until it ends by 
overturning everything, both in public 
and in private.” 

May it be that the feeling of the 
rest of the country about New York 
is a kind of self-protective attitude 
against invasion by New York stand- 
ards in music? And in the drama, in 
politics and otherwise? 

What is the truth about this whole 
subject of the influence of musie, 
especially popular music, on the spirit 
of individuals and nations? Who is 
equipped to tell us about it authorita- 
tively? Did the ragtime New York 
built into a vogue have anything to do 
with the changed tempo in many 
fields of manners and institutions, the 
increase of speed, the frank willing- 
ness, as expressed in laws and cus- 
toms, to sacrifice human safety to 
greater speed? The changed stand- 
ards in clothes? The new attitude of 
youth toward age? 

Certainly the inherent spirit of rag- 
time was jeering, irreverence, impu- 
dence, the flouting of everything that 
pretended to dignity and stateliness. 

The attitude of the rest of the coun- 
try toward New York is often one of 
pious exhortation; H. L. Mencken, 
writing as a New Yorker, about the 
rest of the country, practices no 
reservations, whether of piety, regard 
for sensitiveness, or what not. He 
speaks of the rest of the country as 
“yeomanry,” “peasantry.” He _  de- 
scribes them as not only wicked but 
contemptible. 


Mr. Mencken as a critic shares a 
vitrue currently much approved. He 
is “constructive.” He proposes a 
remedy, a modus vivendi which he 
says would be satisfactory to New 
York. 

“As a free state, licensed to prey 
upon the hinterland, but unharassed 
by its Cro-Magnon prejudices and de- 
lusions, New York would probably 
rise to heights of very genuine great- 
ness. For one thing, it would be able, 
once it had cut the painter, to erect 
barriers and conditions around the 
privilege of citizenship, and so save 
itself from the double flood that now 
swamps it—first, of  broken-down 
peasants from Europe, and, secondly 
and more important, of fugitive 
rogues from all the land west and 
south of the Hudson. Citizenship in 
New York is now worth no more than 
citizenship in Arkansas, for it is open 
to any applicant from the marshes of 
Bessarabia, and, still worse, to any 
applicant from Arkansas.”’ 

Mr. Mencken prefers the immigrant 
from Bessarabia to the one from Ar- 
kansas. 

“Rome began to wabble when the 
Roman franchise was extended to im- 
migrants from the Italian hill coun- 
try, i. e.. the Arkansas of that time. 
New York, free’ to put an end to this 
invasion, and to drive out thousands 
of the gorillas who now infest it— 
more, free from the eternal black- 
mail of laws made at Albany and the 
Methodist tyranny of laws made at 
Washington—could face the future 
with resolution and security, and in 
the course of a few generations it 
might conceivably become genuinely 
civilized. It would still stand as toll- 
teker on the chief highway of Ameri- 
can commerce; it would still remain 
the premier banker and usurer of the 
republic. But it would be loosed from 
the bonds which now tend so strenu- 
ously to drag it down to the level of 
the rest of the country.” 


That last, at least, the rest of the 
country will applaud. -Mr. Mencken 
may not know it, and New York may 
not know it, but the average Ameri- 
can outside the skyscraper belt would 
be jubilant over an arrangement that 
would trade off New York for a few 
square miles of Canada. 

Lacking this solution, so far as poli- 
tics is concerned, it comes down to 
simple figures: In national conven- 
tions New York, even when New 
York city controls the rest of the 
state, as is usually the case—New 
York has 90 delegates. The rest of 
the country’ has, as it happens, just 
999.

Of Good Secured 
By Gift Check

HE church is a divine institution.

human society. If it becomes an end 


in itself it becomes 
a hurtful ecclesias- 
ticism. It then loses 
sight of man in a 
system, and is oc- 
cupied with ecclesi- 
astical machinery. 
The Kingdom of 
God has: made 
progress among 
men as the prophe- 
tic spirit has. broken 
with the spirit of 
ecclesiasticism. 
There was the 
break of Jesus with 
Pharasaical Juda- 
: ism. There was the 
break of St. Paul with Judiac chris- 


- ianity. There was the break of Mar- 


- 


tin Luther with the Roman Catholic 
church, The church was enriched by 
the lives of many devoted saints and 
martyrs, but it had come to exist for 
itself. 


It had juggled with righteousness 
and distorted truth until the world had 
well nigh closed to believe in both the 
church and God. 


It had come to exploit men.rather 
fhan save them. In France the Ro- 
man Catholic hierarchy murdered and 
exiled the Huguenots, the strongest 
element of her population. France 
bled herself white. The church had 


become inhuman. 


There was the break of John Wes- 
ley with the Episcopal church. The 
Episcopal church had ceased to be a 
Saving force in the world. 


Wesley opposed the inhumanity’ of 
the church and proposed to save the 
people if he had to leave the church. 


The Methodists in course of time 
forgot the pit from which they were 
digged. General William Booth 
abruptly left the Methodist church 
and because even that bady had be- 
come so formal and dignified as to 
interfere with his purpose to preach 
the gospel in the streets and open 
spaces of the crowded city. 

Who can estimate the irreparable 
loss of the Methodist church in failing 
to consefve this spiritual force? . The 
Methodist church needed Booth more 
than Booth neéded the church. 


Throughout history every depar- 
ture from: established ecclesiasticism 
has come through a wider vision of 
Service fof men. 


How can the church today be saved 
from stupid conservatism? Is there 
any antidote? Will God at last have 
to discard the church and usher in his 
kingdom through other agencies? If 
Jesus should come into our churches 


would He find that faith that over-_ 


comes the world? He would find 
beautiful houses of worship, elaborate 
ritual, and great religious conventions, 
but what of the lost sheep and the 
poor crushed beneath the wheels of 
mammon? 

He would find luxury, expensive 
fashions and aristocratic pride. He 
would find men despising men and 
ignoring wretchedness and need. He 
would find the scornful Cain asking, 


‘Am I my brother’s keeper? ’”’ Chris- 
tianity is a brotherhood.

Expression is a phrase or form which manifests or symbolizes a 
thought. Thinking is not expressing. While others thought the thought, 
Shakespeare said it, and Raphael painted it. 


The name “Raphael” appears on life’s honor roll. He is to art 
what Mendelssohn is to music. His career presents but another chapter 
to the deeds performed by youth. Born in obscurity in the little town 
of Umbria, Italy, orphaned at eleven, acclaimed the prince of painters 
at twenty-seven, he labored on, without recess, as if possessing 4 
premonition of an early death. 


His tremendous energy afire with ingenuity and industry burned 
itself out like a candle lighted at both ends; and at the age of thirty-seven, 
with life’s sun high overhead at the noon hour, the heart stopped, and 
the tired body entered a sleep that knows no awakening. His life 
resembles a fire sweeping up the mountain side, reducing the timbers 
to ashes in its wake, until the peak, the half-way mark, is reached, then 
it flares up and dies. It does not burn down to the other side. Its energy 
is spent. 


The “Sistine Madonna,” the loveliest and grandest of his many 
Madonnas, was the last painting Raphael completed. He seemingly put 
his whole soul into the work and painted like he never painted before. 


This masterpiece was executed as an altarpiece for the church of 
San Sisto, at Piacenza. It shows the Virgin, holding the Christ Child, 


descending from the heavens, conscious of her great responsibility as 
Mother of the Savior. On either side St. Sixius and St. Barbara kneel 
in adoration. The two lovely cherubs at the base of the picture com- 
plete the painting. 


There was little happiness in Raphael’s life, his was one of sorrow. 
Upon his father’s death, two years after Columbus discovered America, 
the lad was placed under the care of Bartolomeo, a friend of the family. 
A short time later Bartolomeo took him to Perugino, a master painter. 
“This boy’s name,’ said he, addressing Perugino, “is Raphael. Teach 
him how to paint. Your chief claim to fame may yet be that you were 
his teacher.”’ 


There are some who claim that Perugina made Raphael, but.genius 
is’ born, not manufactured. This ‘‘Prinee of Paradise’’ was loaned to 
this planet Earth by Heaven. The precocious youth eagerly devoured 
everything relating to art. He caught the true significance of its meaning, 
and in a few years was teaching the teacher. 


Later on he met Maria de Bibbiona and became betrothed to her. 
For the first time since his father’s death peace entered his heart—the 
things that make life beautiful were unfolding before him, but happi- 
ness is not enduring. The pope readily consented, but just as readily 
his acquiscence cooled.

The prophet with his primary 
devotion to the truth would save both 
the truth and the institution. The 
priest with his primary devotion to 
the institution would destroy both the 
truth and the institution. To follow 
the prophet is to preserve the institu- 
tion which he idolizes. There is the 
continued conflict between ideas and 
institution. Thought refuses to be 
stationary, and when institutions re- 
fuse to change, war is the conse- 
quence. 

There is no question as to which 
will win out in the long run. 

The Fundamentalists of today 
represent the priestly element in their 
contention for a static creed as repre- 
senting both the condition of salva- 
tion and of church fellowship. 


John Wesley with his vital religious 
fatth could not have been a Funda- 
mentalist. His words are thorns in 
the flesh to the sticklers for a rigid 
creed.

Fifty Years in Jail Price He Paid for iy July Mrs. Pomeroy’s landlord 
Crimes — His Fiendish Exploits 
Only Paralleled by Dorcheek’s 


oe 1ESSE HARDING POMEROY, 
A America’s most noted pris- 
| oner, on September 9 com- 
pleted the fiftieth year of his 
life sentence in old Charles- 
: town prison, near Boston, 
Mass. The anniversary will be unique 
in American crime, but no more so 
than the man’s fiendish murders, or 
than his extraordinary career as a 
lifer. 

Pomeroy, today a gentle appear- 
ing old man, committed some of the 
most horrible crimes on record. Time 
and again he seized children smaller 
than himself and. tortured them and 
delighted in the-torture. He seemed 
to do it purely for the sake of revel- 
ing in the agony of his victims. His 
murders are almost without parallel; 
in recent years only the crime of John 
Dorcheek, who killed little Josephine 
Krysowaty, approaches the torture 
killings of Pomeroy. : 


Justice sentenced young Jesse to 
death but because of his youth the sen- 
tence was commuted to life imprison- 
ment. He spent forty years in soli- 
tary confinement. 

Fifty years in jail! Forty years in 
solitary confinement! 

To some readers that may seem 
like a long while. to keep a man be- 
hind bars, but when the sentence of 
Jesse Pomeroy was changed from 
death to life imprisonment few per- 
sons felt any pity in their hearts for 
the young torturer. The popular be- 
lief then was that no punishment was 
too severe, for he had behaved like 
a savage with an overpowering lust 
for blood. 

Did justice do the right thing in this 
case? Was it béest that the boy be 
jailed for life rather than be commit- 
ted to some sort of hospital? Or 
should the sentence of death never 
have been changed? 


Process Unchanged. 

These are interesting but appar- 
ently unanswerable questions. In the 
fifty years since Pomeroy entered 
Charlestown the science of penology 


has advanced a great deal, but it is a 
' question whether society today would 


deal differently with the Pomeroy 


.,case. It is as much the custom as 


ever to sentence boy murderers to 
death, only to commute their sen- 
tences to life imprisonment. 


True, justice skipped one opera- 


tion in the Franks case by sentencing 
Leopold and Loeb to life, but almost 


without exception the process has 


‘heen in recent years just as it was in 


Pomeroy’s time. If there is any ten-

The story of Jesse Pomeroy be- 


*gins on December 1, 1871, when the 


little son of Mrs. Joseph Paine, of 


Chelsea, a suburb of Boston, was in- 
veigled by an unknown boy, evidently 
about 12 years old, to Powder Horn 
Hill, where he was stripped naked, 
tied to a beam, and beaten with a rope 
until he was unconscious. The larger 
boy then disappeared. 


Young Paine totd the police that 
his assailant had laughed as he swung 
the rope while his victim screamed 
and writhed under the lash. The 
authorities obtained a description of 
the young torturer but could not 
locate him. 


Still More Torturings. 

Two months later young Tracy 
Hayden was taken to the same place 
by a boy of the same description and, 
in addition to undergoing torture sim- 
ilar to that inflicted upon the Paine 
boy, he was struck across the face 
with a board, the blow breaking his 
nose and knocking out several teeth. 

Five more boys were similarly mis- 
treated before Pomeroy was caught. 
On July 4, 1872, a boy named John- 
ny Balch was enticed to Powder Horn 
Hill and horribly beaten. When he re- 
gained enough strength to enable him 
to walk, the mysterious assailant 
forced him to accompany him to a 
salt water creek nearby, where his 
wounds were washed with salt water. 


In September, 1872, Robert Gould 
was tied to a telegraph pole near the 
Hartford and Erie railroad track, 
Stripped, beaten, and slashed about 
the head with a knife. 

A few days later a little chap named 
Harry Austin met the young fiend in 
South Boston and he too was stripped 
and bound. -The torture in this in- 
stance was inflicted with pins, the at- 
tacker amusing himself by puscturing 
his prostrate victim until unconscious- 
ness relieved the agony. 

By this time all Boston was alarm- 
ed, but still the atrocities continued. 
Within a few days George Pratt was 
enticed into the cabin of a yacht at 
South Boston and, after being bound, 
was Stripped, beaten and _ stabbed 
about the body with a penknife. A 
week later Joseph Kennedy was strip- 
ped and tortured. 

Scores of boys were arrested on 
suspicion, only to be discharged. And 
at last young Pomeroy fell. into the 
net. Pomeroy was then 13 years old 
and lived with his widowed mother, 
a poor dressmaker.

The Boy Confesses. 

The police ex- 
amined the mud on 
Pomeroy’s shoes and 
learned that it was 
similar to that in the 
marsh where the 
body was found. 
They made plaster 
casts of footprints at 
the murder scene. 
The prints fitted the 
captive’s shoes. He

This is one man justice seems €X- 
tremely loath to set free. Consider- 
ing what he did, who can blame her? 


As was Said earlier in this story, 
only the crime of John Dorcheek, 
who killed little Josephine Kryso- 
waty. approaches the torture killings 
of Pomeroy. He was not a boy like 
Pomeroy, but he too escaped the ex- 
treme penalty, despite the fact that 
his crime was one of the most fiend- 
‘ch in the history of so-called Jersey 
justice. 


Josephine Krysowaty, 11 years old, 
had been the little mother of her 
father’s logging camp near Somer- 
Several months before 


her mother, Mrs. Annie Krysowaty, 


@had disappeared with another man 
amd Josephine had taken up the duties 


‘of the household with the hetp of her 
srother Joseph, who was 15. 


Her father’s men idolized the child, 
he. was such a helpful, cheerful fittle 
otil. Some day, they said, she would 
make a fine wife for some lucky fel- 
‘OW, 

On the afternoon of April 9, 1925, 
Josephine was coming out of a hen 
roost in the cellar of her father’s barn 
when a man leaped upon her. He 
stifled her screams with huge hairy 
hands. He was like a great ape a> 
he dragged the child through the 
woods, exulting as he felt her squirm 
helplessly in his arms. 

Once out of sight of the house the 
man took out a pocket knife and be- 
gan cutting little wounds in the child’s 
body. - At first they were only super- 
ficial wounds, the kind that would 
hurt but would not kill. He slit her 


evelids. He did it so delicately: that 
the sharp blade did not penetrate 
the iris. 


The sight of the blood, the sound 


of the child’s gurgling cries of agony, 
evidently infuriated the fiend and he 
began hacking at her savagely. And 
at last Josenhine slipped off into un- 
consciousness. The man dropped her 
to the ground and ran off. 

Josephine Krysowaty found his sis- 
ter shortly afterward and she was 
taken to a hospital.
